“Then the steel corporation would neve had to

“But how about the Harvester Trust?” | 

“It would have had to do likewise. I am proud 
of the organization of the International Harvester 
Co. There was a dollar of value—good, hard 
American money or actual tangible assets—e- 
hind every dollar of stock issued in that case, 
and nothing was even allowed for good will. 
I do not say that fair allowance should not be 
made for good will.” 

“Now, Mr. Perkins, ‘to get back, to the Sherman 
law» It is the law of the land today. Would it 
not be more effective if its criminal provisions 
were enforced—if some rich man were sent to 
jail?” 

There was no hesitation in Mr. Perkins’ an- 
swer. It was as if he had been waiting for that 
very question. - He said: 

“Guilt should be personal and not corporate. 
I never could see how a corporation could commit 
a crime. 
The Sherman law should be amended and supple- 
mented so as to make_it possible to punish people 
who violate its provisions. 

“Why not stop your yelping and begin all over 
again with a new law, suited to present-day con- 
ditions, mot to conditions of 25 years ago, and 
then punish people who violate its conditions t” 

“Don’t you think, Mr. Perkins, that if some rich 
man were put in jail, it would make the big cor- 
porations toe the mark and obey the law?’ 

“Just because they are richt I don’t think so. 
Rusiness men are trying to do things now in ac- 
cordance with the Sherman law as {nterpreted 
by some individual. As a matter of fact, the 
commerce of the United States is.resting to a cer- 
tain extent on the personal judgment of the At- 
torney-General of the United States—resting on 
what his judgment of the law is.” 

“Would it not be morg correct to say that busi- 
ness is resting on the decisions of the Supreme 
Court of the United States? "Have you not got 
them to guide you?” 


Best Legal Minds Cannot Tell 
Exactly What Sherman Law Means. 


dt ©. The best legal minds in this country 
N cannot tell business men exactly what 
is lawful and what is not lawful undtr 
the Sherman act, even with the decisions of the 
Supreme Court in the Standard Oil and Tobacco 
cases. It ig. the Attorney-General who decides 
what corporations he will attack; there is no 
perfectly clear rule of law as to what is lawful 
and what is unlawful. Nothing is made clear to 
the business man. Is that any kind of way for 
the people of the United States to be doing busi- 
ness at the end of the first decade of the twen- 
tieth century?

é< HERE is less danger of war between En- 
T gland and the United States than there is 
between Turkey and Italy.

between right and wrong. Competition and big 
business are not incompatible. Look at the big 
department stores in New York and. Chicago, 
They have taken the place of the small shop- 
keeper of years ago and competition between 
them is just as keen as anyone could wish, It 
used to be a common saying that if a man stayed 
in the dry goods business long enough, he would 
fail. Do you @ver-hear of a big department store 
going bankrupt? Is there no advantage to the 
public in limiting the item of failure?

“You have just said, Mr. Perkins, that you are 
in favor of keeping ‘the Sherman act, in so far as 
it prohibits restraint of trade. Are not the United 
States Steel Corporation and the International 
Harvester Co. combinations in restraint of trade?” 

“That may be the contention of the Attorney- 
General, but he can never prove it. The Har- 
vester company has never restrained trade; it has 
increased trade. Why, it is absurd to talk of 
‘restraint of trade.’ Im the last 10 years the for- 
eign sales: of the International Harvester Co. and 
the United States Steel Corporation have increased 
from less than $20,000,000 to more than $100,000,- 
000 a year. Can you call that restraint of trade? 
Just think of the employment offered to American 
labor! These companies have not restrained; 
they have protected trade.

Publicity’s Light Shines on Them. 


“a4 HE public has nothing to fear from the 
iy bigness of a great cofporation; no true 
Ameriean is afraid of a thing because it 

is big. What the people have to fear is secrecy 
in the management of big corpopations—trusts 
that do not respect ‘publia opinion, whose man- 
agers do not realize that when a corporation’s 


‘shares are held by the public its managers are vir- 


tually servants of the public. Giant corporations 
would be, not a menace, but a great public bene- 
fit if the laws compelled publicity and punished 
offenders for improper methods.” 

Reverting to the Sherman act, Mr. Perkins said 
that there should be entirely different and dis- 
tinct laws governing corporations engaged in 
transportation and those engaged in manufacture 
and in industry. He was positive that “progress 
has been in the right direction,” and that it is 
“the function of law to define and punish wrong- 
doing, not to throttle business.” Then he asked: 

“Do you know of any man among the many in- 
terested in the steel industry today who is making 
a great fortune out of it?” 

When tt was suggested that quite large sums 
had been made out of steel stocks, he said:

“What are you going to do about the big for- 
tunes, Mr. Perkins—the hundreds of millions of 
dollars acctrmulated in the hands of one man?”

“Well, what about it? Take John D. Rockefel- 
ler, for instance, and say that he has a fortune 
of $600,000,000. Now, a $500,000,000 fortune today 
isn’t any bigger than a $1,000,000 fortune was 40 
years ago.

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RESURRECTION FOR DEAD BOOKS. 

As city libraries, public and private, stock up 
with the latest Twentieth Century handbooks and 
collections of universal knowledge, they are now 
“unloading” what Messrs. Rosebery and Gosse 
have been lamenting in England as an “intoler- 
able weight of dead books.” 

The result may control the next generation in 
unexpected ways. As the up-to-date reader or 
librarian stocks up with the latest books until 
he has no more room on his shelves, books which 
educated the Nineteenth Century are thrown on 
the “old book market” by the hundred weight. 
Quite often in the progress of human events, they 
may be transferred at about five cents a pound to 
some person who has only a single nickel avail- 
able for continuing his own education. In worn 
binding and yellow paper, he may get a pound of 
print representing the civilizers who worked be- 
hind such imprints. as Knight and Chambers. He 
will not have the latest on radio-activity or on the 
“fourth dimension,’ but he will have energizing 
ideas and vital facts from truth-loving men who 
did not die, perhaps unknown, until they had put 
their own and the world’s best in the reach of 
as many people, born and unborn, as they could. 
Lord Rosebery is now getting what is perhaps 
the widest advertisement of his well-advertised 
career, because he cannot go into a great library 
of the modern type without being compelled to 
groan. He feels that it is a mere literary morgue, 
with hardly a book in the ten thousand that is 
not dead. His ideas, reinforced by those of: the 
elegant Mr. Gosse, seem to be making a deep im- 
pression, which may result in greatly extending 
the usefulness of modern libraries. If they un- 
load books which educated Gladstone, Macauley, 
Thackeray, Franklin, Priestley, Lavoisier and 
Jefferson, the five-cent counters of the ‘old book 
stores may do a greater work than the libraries. 
They may illustrate the results of the resurrec- 
tion of the just among dead books.

THE TWO cook LIBEL CASES. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

Recent editorials in the Globe-Democrat, and 
articles in the Mirror advocating the “recall” of 
judges, have erroneously assumed that the two 
suits of Sam B. Cook against the St. Louis-Globe- 
Democrat andthe St.. Louis. Post-Dispatch were 
based upon the publication of the same or sim- 
ilar charges in these two papers, and that the 
two cases were therefore similar in their facts 





There is no basis whatever for such assumption, 
or such comparison, and the suggestion of it is 
most unfair to Judge Gantt and those members 
of the court who concurred in the opinion in. the 
Globe-Democrat case. 

The article published by the Globe-Democrat 
charged that Cook had signed and sworn to a 
false affidavit, well knowing at the time that it 
was false. At the trial of the case it was undis- 
puted that this charge of making a false affidavit 
was not true, it being admitted that the affidavit 
in question had been made by someone elSe, and 
not by Cook. All of the Supreme Court .judges, 
one a Republican, were agreed that the Globe- 
Democrat article libeled Cook. On the other 
hand, the Post-Dispatch case was based upon an 
editorial article which criticised Cook for his fail- 
ure to examine and close the Salmon bank, and 
all of the judges who passed upon the case con- 
curred in holding that this was a fair criticism 
based upon an admitted dereliction of duty; and, 
as the facts stated in the article were all admit- 
ted to be true, this criticism was held not libel- 
ous, 2 
The only question in the Globe-Demoerat case 
over which there was any difference of opinion 
was as to the amount of damages Cook was en- 
titled to recover because of the undoubted libel, 
all of the judgé@s agreeing that he was entitled 
to something. On that question Judges Lamm 
and Graves dissented from the majority opinion, 
which held that the jury verdict of $150,000 was 
excessive, but that this error could be remedied 
by an order of the Supreme Court remitting $100,- 
000 of that sum and affirming the judgment for 
$50,000 and interest. From this opinion on the 
amount of famages Judges Lamm and Graves 
dissented, holding that $50,000, the sum to which 
the verdict had been reduced by the majority 
opinion, was still largely excessive and should 
be further reduced, because of the mitigating fact 
that, although Cook did not himself sign or swear 
to the affidavit, he furnished the information on 
which it was based. These dissenting judges also 
earnestly contended that if it was necessary to 
deduct $100,000 from the jury verdict in order to 
make it reasonable and just, as was held in the 
majority opinion, then this fact alone showed that 
the verdict must have been ,the result of passion 
and prejudice on the part of the jury against the 
Globe-Democrat, and, therefore, it should be set 
aside entirely and the case should be sent back 
for a new trial.

IRELAND PARADISE 
FOR FOX HUNTERS 


Fearless Women Follow the Hounds 
Six Days ina Week Where Jumps 
Cannot Be Shirked.

DUBLIN, Ireland, Nov. 25.—The Irish hunting 
season, which has opened, is the most promising 
ever known. Hunting boxes have fetched rentals 
this year such as no one remembers to have ever 
been thought of before. Even in the hard coun- 
try in the extreme south there is a rush of en- 
thusiasts, and nota stable is vacant. 

To the really enthusiastic fox hunter Ireland 
has always presented irresistable attractions. It 
is not alone that the crowds of “railroad sports- 
men” are speiling the sport in England for cld 
lovers of the scarlet: nor is’it merely that the 
climate here more genial, or even that the 
cross-country characteristics are better. The fact 
is that fox hunting in Ireland is so much finer a 
sport than it is in England that the two countries 
can hardly be compared in that respect. Those 
eelebrated packs, the Quorn and the Pytchley, 
have glorious runs now and again, but they could 
never show the sport of the world-famed “Kill- 
ing Kildares’’ or the Galways, the splendid pack 
Charles Lever calls the “Blazers.” England has 
not the country for such runs, nor the tradition. 

In. England fox hunters think only of the joys 
of the gallop. In Ireland they ride to see the 
hounds work equally as much as to enjoy the wild 
dash across the country. In England there is 
much plowed land, and it is very heavy going; the 
hedges dg not form inspiring jumps even where 
they are not staked and wired, as nearly every- 
where they are nowadays, and‘so the pefate takes 
the place of the bar and the going is slow. In 
Ireland there are practically no hedges, and there 
are no gates. Instead of hedges there are ditches 
with turf banks or stone walls, and they must be 
jumped: instead of the English five-barred gate, 
left unfastened so as to be easily swung open 
with the handle of the hunting crop, the Trish 
“sate” is a gap filled with stones, worse than the 
end with a heavy timber across the top, 
makes it worse than the walls. 

NO PLACE FOR NERVOUS RIDER. 

The nervous rider waits until two or three have 
gone over'a fence and broken if down, so that he 
‘an walk his horse over, but every rider must 
make his own place over the banks, for the shak- 
ing caused by one jump so weakens these rabbit- 
burrowed banks that one not safe for a 
second jump. Ireland is no place for the fox hunt- 
er with run-down nerves, but it is heaven for the 
sp6rtsman who rides straight to the hounds and 
likes a furious pace. 

Rearing and grazing stock being the chief agri- 
cultural industry. there is little plowed land in 
Ireland. and what there is is Wght. The expansive 
pastures, a single meadow often being as big as 
two whole farms in Eastern America, make going 
very fast. There is practically no barbed wire, 
and where there is any it is visible, not concealed, 
as in Ereland. 

The turf holds the scent welk tuns are rarely 
less than 25 minutes without’a check and often 
the bursting gallop from break to death lasts 590 
minutes without a stop. 

Foxes are plentiful everyWhere. Shooting ten- 
ants are practically unknown and a!) are com- 
pelled by public opinion, based on native love for 
the sport, to favor the fox.

“straimht-necked” foxes, too, and.when an Irish 
peasant hears talk about the cruelty of hunting 
he always declares his readiness, with as much 
sincerity as vehemence, to prove that the Irish 
fox loves to be hunted and just puts himself in 
the path of the hounds to save dying of idle- 
ness, 

The peasantig, belief survives from the practice 
of trailing the open country in search of a wan- 
dering fox instead of drawing a covert. Another 
survival of those times is that true spirit of sport 
whieh always gives the Irish fox a chance, for the 
full. pack is never set on until Reynard is well 
out in the open. As a result, there is more science 
in Trish fox hunting than in Enelish. 


IRISH HORSES JUMP LIKE CATs. 


There is another remarkable difference. 
ecahnse of the banks and walis with their .wide 
ditehes the Irish horse jumps like a cat. English- 
men find it a strange experince the first time 
they stride the back of a trained Irish hunter. 
The horse appears to leap onto the top of the 
wall and then off it. His method seems to be 
his instinctive precaution as to the width ofthe 
diteh. These hapses have also been known to take 
this second leap tm the air, as it were, in order to 
clear a rabbit burrow and save a nasty fall.

Hunting has been a tradition for generations 
in‘almost all Irish country families. The man 
or woman who has ridden straight to hounds has 
done enough for fame. Many women as well as 
men ride six days in the week, The two principal 
aristocratic packs, the Meath. and the _ Kildare, 
meet five days a week, but their counties adjoin 
and many who belong to one hunt put the sixth 
day in with the other. 

The present Marchioness of Conyngham, who 
hunts with the Kildares, has not been absent 
from a single meet five days a week in 20 years, 
except for some grave and unavoidable cause, A 
few years ago, when she was a widow and no 
longer in her first youth, she married a district 
inspector of the Royal Irish Const&ibulary, much 
vounger than herself, mainly because he was a 
daring huntsman, 

The Ear! of Fingall, head of the Plunkett Clan, 
who lives entirely in Ireland, hunts regularly with 
the Meath hounds. The Countess of Fingall, who 
is noted as an Irish beauty, is as, devoted as her 
husband to the chase, and was “in at the death” 
oftener than any other woman follower of the 
Meath last vear. 

In Miss Geraldine Parry the  Kildares—the 
“Killing Kildares,” as they are called because 
they so rarely lose their fox—have. an equally 
fearless rider. She comes from Tipperary, where 
she owns a large estate, and she often hunts with 
the Tipperary pack in the Clonmel and Castel 
country. | 

MASTER RIDES WITH BROKEN 

Peter Collier of New York and Count Stolberge 
of Prussia are regular followers of the “Killing 
Kildares.” Count Stolberge Settled some years 
ago in County Kildare because of its fine hunt- 
ing. In addition to a large hunting stable, en- 
abling him to ride with both the Kildares and the 
Meath, he has a noted racing stud. 

Capt. Talbot Ponsonby, the new master of the 
Kildares, broke his arm in a fall three weeks ago, 
but was hunting again last week with his arm in 
splints sfrapped to his side. 

A third famous Irish fox- -hunting woman is 
I.adv Campbell, who rides with the Louth in the 
stiff Drogheda country and never hesitates at 
bank or wall. 

The master of the historical Kilkenny, 
young Isaac Bell, nephew of James Gordon Ben- 
nett. Mr. Bell was master of the famous Galway 
“Blazers” for years before he moved to Kilkenny. 
This is one of the best of the provincial packs and 
hunts nine days a fortnight. It; now covers the 
old Curraghmere country, which Lord Waterford 
used to hunt. The late Empress Elizabeth of 
Austria was devoted to this pack and hunted with 
it three successive seasons. 

Tt is common here for an entire family—father, 
sons and daughters—to be on the field 

A notable instance is that of Sir J. 
Nugent Humble, who formed his own pack at 
Cloncochraine, County Waterford, and was his 
own master of. the hounds, while his eldest son 
was huntsman and,other children the whippers- 
in. Often, in families of Irish fox-hunting squires 
who cannot afford horses 5 all the family to 
ride, the girls will take their mounts in turns, 
and, if needs be, share the same riding dress. 

The whole history of the Meath pack abounds 
with annals of the Mores, a great official and 
“and-owning family in the county, which has given 
several sons to the British cavalry, and the pres- 
ent Mrs. More O'Farrell, a daughter of the house 
fully maintains the fam @y's sporting prestige.

FEARS ASSASSINS

The Czarina, who was Princess Eleanor of 


Reittss when she married in 1908, is said to have 
practically dropped to the position of a trusted 
governess of the Czar’s children by his former 
marriage. She is seldom seen outside the palace. 
Some of her relatives visit her at intervals; Oth- 
erwise her life is lonely and full of care. 

Ferdinand most fears. an uprising among his 
own people, engineered by crafty plotters among 
the anti-court party. When not worrying over 
their deviltry, he finds the anarchists a fruitful 
source of fright and danger. 

A few days ago the notorious Bagarin, éaid to 
be the most determined and dangerous anarchist 
in Western Europe, waited*in a crowded street 
through whieh the Czar was to drive on his way 
to open the National Assembly and rushed upon 
him, pistol in hand. The Czar turned pale and 
shouted to the soldiers and police to arrest the 
man, but Bagarin had so many friends at hand 
that he escaped without trouble. He is said to 
have fled to Roumania, 

The effect on the Czar of this attempt was 
marked. - Numerous precautionary measures, look- 
ing to his personal safety and that of his minis- 
ters, were ordered. Some of them were so ex- 
treme as to reveal to the public that fear had al- 
most become a mania. 

The people at large laugh at these fears. Many 
even pretend to believe the Bagarin attempt was 
imaginary. It was pot, however, for hundreds 
saw Bagarin running toward the royal carriage. 

Seeing in the attempt more than a mere an- 
archistic outbreak, Ferdinand hastened to placate 
whom he had most recently offended. 
Among other things, he ordered the release of 
Prince Michael of Battenburg, whom he had 
caused to be arrested on a trumped-up charge. 
This voung man is most quiet and by nature free 
from plotting, but, being the son of a former 
ruler of Bulgaria who was forced to abdicate to 
please Russia some years ago, Czar Ferdinand taw 
in him an enemy of the crown and a menace to 
the country. Prince Michael is wonderfully pop- 
ular among those who do not go to court, it must 
be admitted. He is well liked, too, at St. Peters- 
burg, where he was educated and where his 
father encountered the hostility of the court in 
other days. Both here and in Russia the arrest 
caused deep indignation. 

This Prince Michael is a first cousin of Queen 
Victoria of Spain, whose father was Prince Henry 
of Battenberg. Michael's father was Prince Alex- 
ander of that house. An uncle is Prince Louis of 
Battenberg, who took a squadron of British war- 
ships into New York Harbor a few years ago for 
a memorable social and diplomatic visit. 

Although Czar Ferdinand has the very impres- 
sive title of “Czar of the Bulgars,” he is not a 
Bulgartan by birth, He was a Coburg Prince out 
of a job when selected as Prince of Bulgaria by 
the Powers in July, 1877. He married the viva- 
elous Princess Louise of Bourbon-Parme. Their 
life at the palace here was turbulent. The Prin- 
cess and her mother-in-law, the’ Princess Clemen- 
tine, daughter of Louis Philippe, one- -time King 
of France. did not get along well either. 

To add to the difficulties, religion—or lack of 
it—crept in with sad results. 
Prince Boris, was baptized into the Roman Cath- 
olic Church, of which Princess Louise Was an ar- 
dent member. Two years later, to placate Rus- 
sia, Ferdinand had the child baptized in the Or- 
thodox (Greek) faith. This act of perfidy and 
sacrilege, as she saw it, is said to have bro«en 
the heart of Louise, but it made Ferdinand’s posi- 
tion stronger at St. Petersburg, which was more 
tu the point just then, 

When Princess Louise died Ferdinand was left 
with four young children. Boris, the eldest and 
Grown Prince, is 17. The, youngest, Princess

Another Election on Location 
Declared Likely Unless Con- 
tracts Are Complied With.

Guarantors Depended on Raising 
Fund for Capitol Building 
From Sale of Land. 


OKLAHOMA CITY, Ok., Nov. 23.— 
Though the State Capital of Oklahgma 
was moved from Guthrie to Oklahoma 
City by a vote of the people. and by 
subsequent legislative enactment. the 
failure of Oklahoma City to comply 
with its contracts with the State Gov- 
ernment may force the question to an- 
other State Capital election. 


in special session this winter, it was 
practicvaliy certain that an effort would 
have deen made to force another vote 
both in the Legislature and by the 
people on capital location. For various 
reasons, particularly that of economy, 
Gov... Cruce declined to call an extra 
session. 

When the capital was brought to Okla- 
homa City, local business men pledged 


| themselves to provide a large tract of 


land for a capital site free to the tax- 
payers of the State. A portion of this’ 
land is entangled in litigation, and there 
is no market for the sale of lots, the 
proceeds from which were to be used in 
creating a fund of $1,000,000 for a ore 
building. 
Cruce Demands Payment. 

Business men of Oklahoma City also 
executed a bond to pay the maximum 
sum of $71,200, if necessary, for rent 
for quarters for State officials pending 
the completion of the capitol building. 
Of this sum only about $9000 has been 
paid, with $17,000 due Dec. 1. 
Gov. Cruce has demanded that the de- 
linquent payments be met. The commit- 
tee of business men under bond is asking 
for further time. 
State officers occupy three large bulld- 
ings—a school building and two business 
buildings. No rent is charged for the 
school building, and the State has ex- 
rended about $8000 in repairs. For the 
other buildings the rent amounts to 
about $3000 a month. The owners of 
these buildings demand that the Stat 
pay rent, 
At the last session of the Legis- 
lature the State Board of Affairs was 
authorized to contract for suitable 
quarters for the use of the State of- 
ficers. The board contracted in the 
name of ghe State for the buildings 
now occupied, expecting to pay rent 
bills out of the fund of $71,200, 


_. Prespect for a Change. 
Some-of the members of.the. Capital 
‘Expense Committee held that the old 
contracts are void, and that the ptes- 
ent .expenses should be paid by the 
State, claiming that when the Legis- 
lature authorized the State Board of 
Public Affairs to contract for build- 
ings the committee was relieved of 
further responsibility. State officials 
laugh at this argument, inasmuch as 
the committee has recognized its con- 
tract by paying about . $9000 for 
rentals since the adjournment of the 
Legislature. 

Until there is a restoration;of local 
real estate values and a better mar- 
ket it does not seem likely that Ok- 
lahoma ty will be able to raise the 
$1,000,000 for construction of a cap- 
itol building. And until a _ capitol 


State officials will have to be housed 
in private buildings, There seems | 
be no ‘prospect: of a eapitol building 
for the next three or four years. 

The taxpayers of Oklahoma are de- 
manding’ that Oklahoma City fulfill 
her pledges. The capital was moved 
here largely because Oklahoma City 
promised to prowide capitol grounds 
and buildings free to the taxpayers.

EFFEGT ON PRICE 


Census- Bureau Figures £1,269,- 
986 or 200,000 Bales Less 
Than Was Expected. 





Cotton prices changed but little in the 
past week. Fluctuations were narrow in 


future markets and speculative trading 
is practically at a standstill. The fea- 
ture of the week was the issuance of the 
regular ginning report by the Census 
‘Bureau. This had little effect on prices 
except for a momentary advance im- 
mediately following the report, which was 
quickly st’ the market resuming its 
former level of values; in spite of the 
fact that the ginning, 11,269,986, was 
smaller than expected by about 200,009 
bales, and smaller than for the same 
period last year by about 100,000 bales. 

It was considered that this ginning 
confirmed estimates already made of a 
crop amply’ sufficient to supply. the 
needs of spinners for this year and pro- 
vide a surplus at the end of the season. 

Some discussion as to the nearness to 
exhaustion of cotton not picked brings 
out.conflicting reports, but it is general- 
ly believed that a conservative minimum 
estimate is 14,250,000 bales for the com- 
mercial crop. 

The marketing of the crop proceeds as 
rapidly as could be expected with the 
slack demand from American mills, ex- 
ports continuing in great volume; re- 
ports of trade conditions from ‘abroad 
continue P grog, and in the Liverpool mar- 
ket trading reaches forward, oven & 
space oftwo or three years, to an extent 
without precedent in the history of the 
cotton business. 

Despite troubles in the Red Sea and 
in China, this confidence in future tran-- 
qaulity, by persons in closer touch with 
the political situation of the other 
hemisphere than’ we are, is expected to 
do much to restore trade conditions to 
the normal, 

There is inquiry in the,\New York 
markets for goods for China ship- 
ment and the feeling in the New York 
goods market is more cheerful. Buy~- 
ers are beginning to show more dis- 
pore to purchase at this level.

Suicide Theory Advanced by 
Family Disproved by Nature 
of the Wound. 


VINCENNES, Ind., Nov. 25.—Edward 
Stibbins, 31 years old, a graduate of In- 
diana University, also of the State Nor- 
mal School and a school teacher, oc- 
cupies a cell in the jail in this city 
charged with the murder of his father, 
George W. Stibbins, at Petersburg. 

The elder Stibbins was one of the 
wealthiest and most prominent farmers 
in this part of the country, owning more 
than 1000 acres of land, valued at more 
than ,:v0,000. Young Stibbins denies 
that he killed his father, but the officers 
say that they have strong evidence that 
they wish the court to pass on and he is 
being held without bail. 

Stibbins had been feeding some stock 
in the barnNot where he was found dead. 
A revolver was found a short distance 
away ‘and the first supposition was that 
he had committed suicide. 


for burial and he discovered the first 


| evidence that Stibbins had beeen mur- 


dered. .In washing the blood from the 
forehead he, found splintered pieces of 
the skull protruding outward. A closer 
inspection revealed that the bullet which 
had caused death had entered the skull 
from the rear, and that the shot could 
hardly have been self-inflicted. 


Other Indications of Murder. 
When this discovery was made, a clos- 


er inspection of everything about the 
premises was begun and it was fruitful. 
It was found that the revolver had been 
imbedded in the soft mud of the barn 
lot much deeper than it would. have gone 
hod it merely fallen from the man’s 
hand after’ he had shot himself: for, 
from the nature of the wound, death 
must have been instantaneous and’ Stib- 
bins could not have hurled it with the 
force required to imbed it so deeply. 

A lantern which- Stibbins carried Was 
found 15 feet from where the body lay, 
and ft was shown that he could not have 
hurled the lantern such a distance after 
the wound. Another point made was 
that Stfibbins’ hair was not powder 
burned at the wound, showing that the 
shot had been fired at longer range than 
would have been possible in case of sui- 
cide. 

Wounded by Another Revolver. 

Had all these points not been convin- 
cing, later discoveries put all:-doubt as 
to assassination, at rest, for the autopsy 
showed that the bullet, which entered the 
skull two inches back of the right ear 
and half an inch above thé auditory ca- 
nal and emerged two inches above the 
left eye and three from the left ear, was 
a steel-jacketed missile of 38 caliber, 
while the revolver found was a 82-cali- 
ber weapon. It had two empty shells, 
but only one bullet struck Stibbins and 
there was no trace of another bullet. It 
is certain that the fatal bullet was fired 
from a 38-caliber revolver or rifle. 

The bullet having » passed entirely 
through Stibbins’ head, was found im- 
bedded in the framework of the corn- 
crib near which Stibbins was found. It 
was at a height that showed that, when 
shot, the. murdered man was standing 
erect. In these clews the authorities at 
once began to speculate on a motive in 
order to identify and arrest the assassin. 

Attempt to Prove Insanity. 

It was well known in the neighbor- 
hood that the elder Stibbins was a pe- 
culiar man and that some of his ways 
bad been the cause of much family trou- 
ble. It was learned that during a re- 
ligious meeting about a year ago, one 
night he announced publicly that if he 
had ever wronged or cheated anybody 
within the sound of his voice he would 
make’restitution in money if they would 
come forward and make themselves 
known. It is said that Several persons 
did so, and were paid by Stibbing. 

This incident caused much uneasiness 
on the part of his family. The members 





| thought that he had been carried away 


by religious enthusiasm and might deed 
away his farms and otherwise dispose 
of his large property interests. On this 
account an attempt was made to have

These foot- 
prints showed plainly in the soft earth 
and were made by a person running. 
That others besides Stibbins may be 
implicated in the shooting 1s the Fen- 
eral opinion. Although the shot was 
fired within 200. feet of the house,’ in’ 
which sat Mrs. Stipbins and her two 
daughters, they. declare they did not 
hear it.

Apologize to Court. 
DENVER, Colo.,. Nov. 2.—John B. 
Crawford, secretary of district No. 15,

STEEL IS ROLLED 
OVER A SIGHTSEER 


Workman at Anheuser-Busch 
Brewery Is_ Killed-in 
Strange Accident. 








Mathew Fohr, a driver for the An- 
heuser-Busch Brewing Association, was 
crushed.to death against the wall in the 
rear of Adolphus Busch’s residence yes- 
terday afternoon by a section of a steel 
tank, weighing two tons, which rolled 
upon him in the strangest accident re- 
called at the immense plant. 

The section was like a giant hoop, 
10 feet 6 inches. in diameter and 4 feet 
wide. Four men, balancing it with dif- 
ficulty on its‘ narrow base, were roll- 
ing it down an aliey eaatuoft Bireventh 
street and south of Pestalozzi street to- 
wards a big door through which it was 
to be lowered to its place in a cellar. 
The completed tank, which has the krpe- 
clal construction of a giass lining, is to 
The wo of

Was Watching Work. 

“My men tell me,” said Nelson to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter last night, ‘“‘that 
Fohr, who had been sweeping in_ the 
brewery yards, left his work to watch 
them rolling the sections of tank along 
the alley. 

‘These sections, because of their nar- 
row width, not infrequently topple over, 
like a hoop that has lost its momentum. 
But the employes are usefl to these oc- 
currences, and are able to’ escape be- 


ee 

“Fohr went so close to the big hoop 
that the men called a warning to him. 
He did not move. Maybe the men: got 
excited, for the section began rocking 
to and fro, and then started to fall. 

“They shouted to Fohr to get out of 
the way, but he stood still as if he did 
not understand the warning or his. dan- 
ger. 

Crushed by Hoop. 

“phe rim of the section struck him and 
knocked his head /against the stone 
wall, and then dropped upon his body. 
[ reached the scene a minute later, 
and helped to drag him from beneath 
the tank. We put blankets over him 
and he lay in the alley until an am- 
bulance came.”’ 

Fohr died at the city hospital at 1:20 
o’elock, an hour after he was injured. 
His skull/was fractured and his chest 
crushed. He was 25 years’old and lived, 
at 1917 South Second street with his 
wife and a 4-year-old daughter.

Proposed starting a hotel which 
would cover a block at Sarah street 
and West Belle place and install a 
dining room that would require 700 
waiters. gate 

Ordered by telephone a train load 
of celery from Chicago. Then re- 
peated the order in a 250-word. tele- 
gram (which message was canceled) 
and instructing that shipment be 
sent by special train over trestles to 
be erected by him. 

Inquiry Begun by Mother. 

The inquiry into’ Block’s sanity was 
instituted by his mother, Mrs. Sarah 
R. Block: of. 4% West Pine boulevard. 
Lhs son lived at-his ‘mother's’ home un- 
til a few’ days ago; whea “he Was, 
to St. Vineent’s: Asylum. He wa’ 
fn court. 

The principal testimony against Block 
was given by Biederman, who said the 
first intimation he had that there was 
anything wrong was when Block made 
arrangements for the banqpet at the 
Jefferson Hotel: The banquet, he said, 
took place’ on the evening of Nov. 11, 
after the opening of the new Hippo- 
drome on South Sixth street, and was 
in honor of Frank Taf®ot, owner of 
the theater. Block owns part of the 
site on which the theater is located. 

Block, according to Biederman, had 
invited 100 men and women. ‘On hear- 
ing about it,” said Biederman, ‘I can- 
celed the order with the hotel. but Block 
vetoed what I had done and again told 
the hotel to prepare for 100 guests. 
Then, seeing it ugeless to interfere, I let 
him go ahead, but did cut down the 
number’of guests to 4.” 

The witness declared thit Block or- 
der the taxicabs used by the guests 
of the banquet. They were met by the 
taxicabs after the performance at the 
theater and taken to the hotel, Bieder- 
man said. The banquet was in the nerth

Bliss testified concerning Blocks’s con- 
dition. Dr. Bliss said Block had a de- 
tusion that he would pay for the free 
bridge and let the public use fit.

Webster, appointed by the Court to 
look after Block’s interests in the trial. 

“Yes, but they don’t want to pay for 
it,” said John 8.

“Block is 36 yéars old and unmarried. 
His trouble, according to the evidence, 
became manifest about two weeks ago 
and developed rapidly. It was. stated in 
court he has personal property worth 
$100,000, but has securities pledged with a 
bank on a $60,000 loan. Besides, his 
realty yields an annual income of $8000, 
it was said.

Washington missed a victory by a 
minute. Had the contest with the 
Arkansas Razorbacks continued 60 
seconds—it might not have taken that 
long—the Pikers would undoubtedly 
have scored a touchdown, which 
would have spelt a win over the 
giants from Fayetteville. 

After outplaying the huge men of 
Bezdek in three of the four periods, 
a forward pass by Nipher to Paul 
Nelson to Schell put the ball on Ar- 
kansas’ 4-yard line. The Pikers saw 
a certain victory, inasmuch as they 
would have three downs in which to 
gain the 4 yards and t is line. But 
just as the players took their posi- 
tions for the first down the timer’s 
whistle blew and the contest -ended 
with Arkansas the winner by a scant 
margin of 3 points. 

A field goal—-the only 3 points tal- 
lied—-kicked by Quarterback Guynes 
from the 28-yard line, proved enough 
to win for Arkansas. 

The sudden termination of the con- 
test surely proved a tough break for 
the Pikers. They had outplayed a 
team. that on looks should have swept 
up the field with the pygmy-like myr- 
tle and’ maroon wearers, 

Sighs went up from the Washing- 
ton followers when the Arkansas 
players ambled on the field for the 
preliminary workout. They loomed 
up so much bigger than the Washing- 
ton men. It had been reported -that 
the Razorbacks were fast. Their size 
was apparent and they proved that 
they possessed speed. But all these 
qualities netted but 3 points pitted 
against the cameness and good play- 
ing of the Cayouites.

Westerners Lose Points in Ini- 
tial Quarter When Both Teams. 
Fail to Hear Whistle.

LINCOLN, Neb., Nov. 2%.—The Ne- 
braska Cornhuskers and Michigan Wol- 
verines battled to a 6—6 tie today in 
60 minutes of grinding football. The 
pupils of Yost, while escaping defeat, 
met their match in the sturdy proteges 
of Jumbo Stiehm. Michigan was de- 
cisively outplayed in the basic ele- 
ments of the gridiron game, the Corn- 
huskers charging forward with the ball 
nearly three yards to one for the Wol- 
verines. 

Yost’s warriors evehes defeat by a 
narrow margin, Within less than two 
minutes of the final whistle, and the 
score standing at a tie, Owen Frank, 
Nebraska's Spectacular left half, es- 
sayed a dropkick for goal from the 2- 
yard line. The pass from center was 
poor, but Frank got his kick away 
quickly from the fast charging Wol- 
verines and the ball missed the goal 
posts by a scant yard, Michigan then 
kicked out of danger and the Cornhusk- 
ers, though deserving, were cheated of 
promised triumph. 


’ Wolverines Are Saved, 
Penalties, chiefly for holding, cost the 
Cornhuskers upwards of a hundred 
yards of desperately earned distance, 
but the crowning blow of misfortune 
was Nebraska's denial of a touchdown 
achieved during the initial quarter. A 
fake sprint around end was converted 
into a long side pass and Owen Frank 
received the oval from Warner and ran 
across the Michigan goal, eluding Mc- 
Millan and Craig in his sprint. 
Unknown to both elevens, the time- 
keeper had blown his whistle before the 
play had started and the touchdown 
was disallowed, nullifying Frank’s bril- 
liant dodging and saving the Wolverines 
from a threatened rout. 


Michigan’s Advantage. \ 

Early in the first quarter the Wol- 
verines held the advantage, but as 
the contest progressed the Corn- 
huskers were proving their superior- 
ity in convincing fashion.

CHAMPAIGN, IIL, Nov. 25.—Univer- 
sity of Minnesota football players to- 
night put in their claim for the “Big 
Fight” championship. 

By the victory over the University 
of Illinois, 11 to 0, here today, the 
Gophers claim the Western football 
title, as Wisconsin was defeated at 
Chicago, 

Wisconsin played Minnesota for the 
eonference honors a week ago, the 
score resulting in a 6 to 6 tie. Neither 
team had been defeated until today. 
Minnesota’s triumph over Jllinois was 
the result of the bulldog attack of 
Rosenwald and Stevens, 

After playing an open game for the 
first two periods without gains, Min- 
nesota resorted to the famous shift 
in the third period. 

Rosenwald Batters Line. 
Rosenwald was used as a battering 
ram. For nine successive plays he 
plunged through the Iilinois “line, 
gaining for from 8 to 10 yards on 
every attempt. When within 2 yards 
of Illinois’ goal he tore through for 
Minnesota’s first touchdown. 

Morrell failed to kick goal. In the 
final period Stevens shot a _ perfect 
forward pass of 18 yards to Smith, 
who carried the ball 5 yards befdre 
being downed. Rosenwald dove 
through tackle for a 4-yard gain, and 
then Stevens was showed over the 
goal for Minnesota’s second touch- 
down.

Says Stock Was Sold 
Freely to John D. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch, 


NEW YORK, Nov. John D. Rock- 
efeller had an extended conference with 
the Rev, Frederick I. Gates (his almon- 
er) today according to statements freely 
made in Wall street. At its conclusion 
Almoner Gates issued a long statement, 
bearing his signature in which he pos- 
itively and specifically denied the alle- 
gations of Leonidas Merritt before the 
Stanley Congressional: Steel Investi- 
gating Committee concerning the charge 
that the Merritts had been stripped of 
possessions now worth $700,000,000 in the 
Mesaba Ore Field in Minnesota, through 
rauds ,engineered by Rockefeller and 
Almoner Gages 

In Wall street, Almoner Gates’ answer 
Was regarded as the detailed answer 
by John D. Rockefeller, supplementing 
his recent general denial. 

Almoner Gates’ Statement, 

The statement as sent out from & 
Broadway was in- part as follows:’ 

“While the. Merritts were testi ing 
before the Stanley Committee I was 
making a tour of inspection with some 
fellow directors over the Western Mary- 
land Railroad. 

“I have only this morning received 
a stenographic ‘report of the Merritt 
testimony, — and I have to say that not 
‘tne syllable of the words which Le- 
onidas Merritt _put/ in my mouth was 
ever uttered by me. 
say that not one of the wrong acts 
which Leonidas Merritt says Mr. Rocke- 
feller committed or that I committed 
in his behalf were ever done by either 
Mr. Rockefeller or me, and that both 
Mr. Rockefeller and. I on oath denied 
all’ wrong acts specifically and in de- 
tail 18 years ago. ~ 

“T need not add that every one of the 
Merritts who had made the chargés or 
had joined in making them withdrew 
the charges over his own signature, be- 
cause the full document in which they 
‘did this was given to the‘ Associated 
Press from this office only a day or two 
ago. ; 

Denies With Emphasis. 

“But I wish once more, specifically 
and with all the emphasis I can com- 
mand, to deny not only in general, but 
in detail, these outrageous charges of 
Leonidas Merritt. Leonidas .. Merritt 
Was never invited to come to New York 


by Mr. Rockefeller or his agents. When. 


Mr. Merritt came to New York he was 


not solicited by Mr. Rockefeller or his’ 


agents to remain in New York, 
"*“Nejither Mr. Rockefeller nor his 
agents ever solicited Leonidas Merritt 
or anyone else to unite in a consolida- 
tion of iron ore properties. 

“The consolidation was conceived and 
effected by Mr. Merritt and his friends 
without solicitation from Mr. Rocke- 
feller or his office. Mr. Rockefeller 
never made a demand or call loan of 
any kind to Leonidas Mewrtitt or any of 
the Merritt brothers. 

“All the loans made by Mr. Rockefeller 
to.the Merritts were time loans wifh 
specific dates of maturity named in the 
notes, and neither on the dates of ma- 
turity nor any other time a did Mr. 
Rockefeller ever demand payment for 
these loans. They were permitted to run 
oh indefinitely. 

‘‘At no time was Leonidas Merritt told 
that he must pay these loans either in 
24 hours or on any other date. 

“Not the slightest pressure was ever 
put upon Merritt or any of his brothers 
at any time to pay their loans, 

‘Mr. Rockefeller was perfectly willing 
to carry them. They knew well that 
the pressure upon them came from 
éther creditors of long standing—not 
Mr. Rockefeller. 

‘Ine February, 1894, we received a 
communication from the Méetritts of- 
fering—mark you, they themselves made 
the offer to sell us 90,000 shares of 
stock for $900,000, which was more than 
twice as much money as they owed Mr. 
Reckefeller. 

Offer Was Accepted, 


“Mr. Rockefeller acceptéd their offer, 
giving them an option to buy back 
for”one year at 6 per cent more than 
half the stock. This option for a year 
covered far more than the previous 
loans from Mr. Rockefeller which Mer- 
ritt falsely says Were called. 

“‘Was this stock so offered Mr. Rocke- 
feller at $10 worth, more than $10? Mer- 
ritt swears that it was then worth $100. 

‘Tet us see. The Merritts themselves 


had already, as Merritt testifies, tried to 


sell the stock at various markets vainly. 
He guesses that Mr. Rockefeller was 
depressing the st0ck by false rumors. 
Mr. Merritt guesses wrong. | 

“A@ to the value of the stock, I will 
say that Mr. Rockefeller had one month 
only previous to this time, namely in 
Janyary, 18%, purchased several shares 
of the ‘stock from other people at $10 
a share,”

of eyen with the aid of powerful solution. 

All of this and much more was explained dur- 
ing the recent annual meeting of the British 
Medical Association held at Birmingham. Dr. D. 
W. Carmalt and Prof Herbert Small devoted their 
addresses chiefly to the advantages to be derived 
from an increased allowance for toothbrushes 
and a corresponding reduction in dental bills. 


With the ald of diagrams, enlargements of fren 
tographs taken under the microscope and speci- 
mens of disease germs taken from. toothbrushes, : 
it was shown that the precautions of the average 
man to clean his toothbrush after use are not 
sufficient.

New Glider Is Nearest Thing to Bird. 


On principles discovered some years back, but 
until new untested, the Wrights had constructed 
a glider of new pattern, and Orville. had been 
sent into this eastern wilderness to test it. With 
him ‘had come Lorin Wright, a brother less known 
to the world of airmen, and Alexarider Ogilvie. 
an English aviator of note. 


* To: the eye of the layman the glider looked 
very much like the ordinary biplane with engine 
ahd propeller removed. There were, however, 
slight improvements, and it was these minor d:f- 
ferences, small in themselves but important in 
the aggregate, which transformed the 140 pounds 
of spruce, wire and canvas from an inert mass 
into the nearest thing to a living bird the world 
has yet seen. 

~ With the creation of the areoplane man was 
given a monster box kite which was pushed 
‘tt! ough the air by propellers instead of being 
raised, drawn and held steady by a string. At- 
wWiched to ft was a rudder, that it might be 
guided to the right or to the left, and a horizontal 
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sheet of canvas, like the tail of a buzzard, by 
which it.could be raised or lowered at will. 


The aeroplane’s one great defect was that when 
the motor stopped through accident down came 
the aeroplane, just as a boy’s kite falls. This left 
the aviator but one chance for life. Provided he 
was high enough, he could glide to earth. Should 
he be a short’ distance from the ground a crash 
was inevitable. 

It was to devise a plane which would stay loft 
with the motor cut off that Orville Wright went 
to Kill Devil Hill. He knew that "should he be 
able to remain in the air five minutes he could 
stay there hours. 

The result of the tests proves to a mathematical 
certainty that he has solved the problem. All 
that now remains is to elaborate the theories, ap- 
ply them to power-driven aeroplahes and erect a 
combination flyer, which when sent into the air 
will stay there indefinitely with or without its 
motor working. 

How, is it done? 
simple. 


The problem is exceedingly 
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Wright Glider Stationary in.the Air. 


Centuries ago man learned that a sailing boat 
could be tacked diagonally into the wind instead 
of. being blown backward by so setting the sail 
that the wind would hit slantingly against it, the 
water in which the boat floated, together witb 
the rudder, held the boat steady, and the craft 
was forced to go forward as the wind caromed off 
the sail. 

To apply the principle to airships the Wrights 
laid two sails on the ground, one above the other. 
They then placed braces between them so that 
they would be five and one-half feet apart. In 
this space they built a seat for the driver, within 
reach of which were the controlling levers. 


Up to this point they patterned their glider 
after the model of their latest biplane. 

Then came the improvements. A sheet of can- 
vas a foot wide and five feet long was tacked to 
a light wooden frame. This was bolted to the 
front of the machine at the left of the driver’s 
seat. It stood up and down. with the edge pointed 
ahead, as though it were designed to split the air 
currents as the machine went into them.. 

The planes, or wings, were then so wired that 
the operator could warp, or curl, the edges more 
than he can on the ordinary biplane. The vaine, 
as the vertically set canvas is called, was de- 
signed to prevent the glider from tipping side- 
wise when the wings were curled to maintain a 
balance in a high wind, just as birds curl the ends 
and edges of their wings to keep from being up- 
set. 

These were the two chief innovations. The 
others were dependent upon them and consisted 
in minor changes to fit the plane to its new bal- 


ancing device.

"Motorless Machine Safely Rides a Gale. 


On the day of the great test a storm blew up 
from the nottheast which sent enormous break- 
ers rolling onto the “banks” from the Atlantic 
and set the iife savers of Kill Devil Station pa- 


trolling the beach. : 

At noon three inches of rain had fallen. Then 
the skies cleared, the wind fell to 42 miles an 
‘hour, and the glider was taken to the top of 
Kill Devil Hill, a maze of glistening white sand, 
110 feet in hight and as hard as gneiss rock. 

The formation of this is remarkable, and for 
that reason was chosen by the Wrights for a 
testing ground. On the eastern side it is apex- 
shaped, for the prevailing winds are from the 
east. On’ the opposite side it falls away sheer 
and in a curve. In other. words, it rises. like a 
half moon, but with a razér-edge along the con- 
cave curve. 

I was crouching within five feet of the glider 


when Orville Wright gave the word to liberate 
the plane. It was impossible to stand erect, so 
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strong was the gale, and the roar of incessant 
gusts tearing through the canvas was deafening. 


By all principles known to the layman the ma- 
chine should have been blown backward to de- 
struction into the gulf of sand, but instead she 
shot forward into the teeth of the hurricane and 
mounted diagonally upward. The wind acting 
upon the lateral sails or planes had forced her up. 
The curling of the wings steadied and directed 
her and the vaine kept her on an even keel. 


Suddenly, Mr. Wright pressed a curling lever 
and she darted straight to the left, 250 feet. Then 
she darted back again. During these movements 
she did not go forward or backward a single inch. 
Soon she dropped to within a foot of the hillside 
and stayed there two minutes. Then aloft she 
went again. ‘

It was the first time in the world’s history that 
anything approaching it had happened. Here 
were 300 pounds of metal, wood and humanity, 
held suspended /in the air by the air itself. 


Moreover, the machine seemed to go where its 
designer wished. Not quite, however. It wus 
impossible for Mr. Wright to direct the pinue 
slantingly to reach a given point. He must al- 
ways keep its head into the wind. To reach“a 
point diagonally to the left he had, one might 
say, to sidestep |till he came up behind that point 
and then go to it direct. This was easy, as he 
could go directly backward as well as proceed for- 
ward to the right and left. 


At the end of ten minutes and one second, the 
wind having subsided temporarily, Mr. Wright 
alighted as lightly as a feather falls from a bird 
in flight. Had he been up 3000 feet, where steady 
winds ever blow, he could have remained all 
night. Air in motion was all he needed, but he 
had demonstrated the practical side of a new 
theory in aeronautics and he was satisfied. 

The new combination aeroplane and_ glider, 
which in his years, or less, will replace the present 
machine, will make air travel safe and will per- 
mit of long flights at a minimum of power. 

Army scouts will be able to hover for hours or 
days over the camp or an enemy, sending wireless 
messages to earth, while soaring far above the 
reach of the most powerful guns, and engines 
gone wrong will no longer force a flyer to de-

These suppositions have been aroused by a 


series of murders with an ax which were comniit- 


ted during September and October of this year. 
As if to vindicate the evil eminence of the United 
States in murder, there also occurred, almost in 
the same period, three homicides actuated by the 
cold ferocity of the poisoner, armed with the 
resources of modern chemistry. 

In these six crimes the antipodes of primeval 
savagery and twentieth century science were 
illustrated.. The oldest and newest methods of 
manslaughter were employed. Four of the 
crimes occurred in the West, one in the South, 
and one in the East. 

That three of the Western murders were the 
work of one hand is indicated by the following 
unusual idiosyncrasies which were common to

Evidence was discovered at Ellsworth to 
strengthen the suspicion that a homicidal] mad- 
man is at large in the West, and that he makes 
his way from the scene of one crime to the next 
by riding, in tramp fashion, on freight trains. 
Bloodhounds followed his trail to a railroad cross- 
ing and there lost ft. It is khown that a freight 
train stopped at that crossing on the night of 
the Ellsworth murders. 

What can be the: emotions of the butcher, if it 
is a fact that one arm wrought all the murders? 
After the rage for manslaughter which possessed 
him has been spent, does he suffer agonies of 
remorse? Such caseg are known to neurologists. 

Does he dread, like Dr. Jekyll, the next on- 
set of the passion which converts him into 
a blocdthirsty fiend? Does he struggle, with 
sweating brow, against the unsurging fury to 
kill? | 

Or is he®an insane philosopher like De Mau- 
passant’s “ge, whose irreproachable life was 
® proverb in all the courts of France, but who 
confided to his diary a logical defense of the 
murders he had committed in secret? 


“Why, then,” wrote the judge, “is it a crime 
to kill? Yes, why? On the contrary, it is the 
Every being has the mission to

Perhaps it is cold, maniacal] reasoning 
such as this which hardens the heart of the 
murderer. Perhaps ft is a blind and raging 
fury which overmasters him. What are his 
thoughts as he reels away into the night after 
his req debauch? Doeg he feel the exhilaration 
of a man drunk on rare wine? Or does he fall 
into a stupor of répentance, like a man exhaustea 
in an orgy? These are questions for an alienist 
to solve. 

On the night of Sunday, Sept. 17, the assassin 
began the series of murders by massacring six 
persons.in Colorado Springs, who were probably 
strangers to him. The impulse to slay was not 
satisfied by the extermination of one family. He 
entered an adjoining house -and annihilated a 
second. : 

Those slaughtered were Henry F. Wayne, his 
wife and their one-year-old baby, and Mrs. Alice 
May Burnham and her two children, Alice, six 
years old and John, aged three years. They were 
killed as they slept in their beds. The head of 
each was crushed, and the features were mutilat- 
ed beyond recognition. A blood-stained ax was 
found on the doorstep of the Wayne home. 

Neither the Waynes nor the Burnhams had 
enemies, so far as could be discovered. The 
adults were quiet, inoffensive persons who had 
harmed no one and who lived at peace with their 
neighbors. - The children were mere babies. 

Nothing was gtolen from either house. The 
authorities, in despair of solving the mystery 


after weeks of investigation, declared that they 


believed the crime was the act of a homicidal 


maniac.

No theft was com- 
mitted in the house. 

The words, “Colorado Springs, Sept. 4,” were 
scratched on a blood-stained electric flashlight 
found in an ashpit in the rear of the cottage. 
Even without this clew, the theory would in- 
stantly have arisen that the Dawsons were the 
victims of the hand which committed the Colo- 
rado murders. In both cases there were the 
same absence of motives, the same method and 
circumstances of crime. 

This theory became a certainty, in the opinion 
of many, when a third similar butchery destroyed 
the family of William Showman of Elisworth, 
Kan. It was noticed as an uncanny fact that 
this crime occurred on Sunday, Oct. 15, and that 
the interval between it and the Monmouth mur- 
ders was, like that between the Colorado and 
Illinois crimes, precisely a fortnight.

So cunning has this bloodthirsty maniac been 
in his crimes that there is not the slightest clew 
to his identity. If any have beheld him at his 
work, they have not lived to tell of it. No one 
perceived him entering or leaving the homes of 
his victims. 

The use of an ax. distinguishes these murders 
from others; for America, in its homicides, pre 
fers first the revolver and then the knife, as 
statistics prove. It perhaps shows a reversion 


to the embruted cave-man of aeons ago, who crept 
beside his foe as he slept and brained him with 
an ax of stone. cd 

If crime be a disease, a malevolent murder 
germ has recently been at work in the United 
States. During about the period of the ax-mur- 
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ders, there -were three homicides by means of 
poison, according to the allegations of the courts, 
Annie Crawford, a trained gurse, in’ New 
Orleans, was arrested on the charge of killing 
her sister, Elise, with morphine, for the sake 
of her life insurance. The nurse admitted ad 
ministering the poison which caused her sister's 
death, but maintained that she mistook it for 
a harmless medicine. In the investigation of 


‘this case, it was discovered that the nurse’s 


father, mother and a second sister had perished 
mysteriously within 14 months, and that she ha@ 
obtained the life insurance of them all. ‘ 

Mrs. Louise Vermilya, also a trained nurse, 
was arrested in Chicago on the charge of mur- 
dering Arthur Bissonette, her roomer, with 
arsenic. Suspicion arose that she was implica 
in a series of nine other sudden deaths, and some 
of the bodies were ordered exhumed for chemica] 
examination. Through several] of the deaths 
she profited in life insurance. it is alleged. lt 
was also asserted at Peoria, Ill., where she form- 
erly lived, that human bodies seemed to possess 
a morbid fascination for her. She attached her- 
self without pay to an undertaking establishm*< nt 
and spent much of her leisure time in alding the 
employes. 

On Oct. 14,. Avis Linnell of Hyannis, Mas#., 
died of poisoning with cyanide of potassium. 
The Rev. Clarence V. T. Richeson, formerly a 
Louisan, was charged with the crime and 
ed. According to the theory of the prosecution, 
Avis Linnell] was an impediment to the preacher's 
approaching marriage to Miss Violet Edmonds, 
an heiress.

shock in the United States, proves their atrocity.

A T the recent annual banquet of 


the dasheen is dished up under the 
food. name of malanga. Experiments 
are being made in several parts! of 
the Unitéd States with dasheen, or 
taro, and it is being found very pro- 
lific and very easy to raise. It has 
not yet found its way to St. Louis. 
It grows in low, marshy ground. _ 

According to a writer in. Good 
Health, the taro or dasheen root may 
be used either boiled or baked, and 
may be dried and ground into flour. 
The composition of taro is probably 
the same as that of the famillar po- 
tato, and those who have eaten dash- 


geen declare that they prefer it to the 


potato, which the dasheen threatens 
to supplant in popular favor. The 
dasheen is a tuber, a native of the 
Far East.

a general idea of her work may be gained from 
the fact that she gives board to more than 100 
students at a cost to each of only $2.25 a week. 
For an additional 75 cents, the student may live 
fh a steam-heated, electrically lighted dormitory 
room, with all the necessary facilities of a mod- 
etn home. 

But the $2.25 or $3 a week does more than sup- 


ply a student with board or with board and 


room.. The aggregate of profit derived from the 
dining hall and twd dormitories is sufficient, in 
Miss Sprague’s skillful hands, to pay all operat- 
ing expenses of a group of college . buildings. 
This item includes, among other things, salaries 
of an engineer, a janitor, a cook, a head waiter 
and several waiters, 


The efficiency of the system is due to a strict 
application of dependable principles of science. 
Scientific selection of foods, scientific prepara- 
tion of them and scientific management of dis- 
tribution and service are what make this econ- 
omy possible. There fy no want, no waste, 
useless expenditure of money or effort. 

To select economical foods of the highest 
jalatability and nutritive value for a hundred 
iearty young and growing persons, who are us 
ng both bodies and brains, is not an easy task. 

>is almost. an impossibility to the inexperienced. 

liss Sprague, nevertheless, does it with ease, be- 
ause she believes she knows just exactly what 
jJements the growing body requires and what 
<taple: foods contain those elements. In other 
-ords, she knows al] about protein, fats, carbo- 
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hydrates, albuminoids, mineral salts and other 
constituents of true foods. 

“The body requires carbon, hydrogen, oxygen, 
nitrogen, mineral salts and water,” she said. 
“The proteing contain aW these elements except 
mineral salts, and therefore they perform the 
double service of building body tissue and of 
storing heat and energy. The carbohydrates 
contain al] these elements but the nitrogen and 
mineral] salts. They furnish heat and energy, 
but do not build and repair body tissue like 
the proteins do. 

“By using proper judgment in the selection 
of foods, we can get just the elements we need 
without buying such great quantities as would 
be necessary if the task were undertaken in- 
discriminately. 

“My first step in providing low-priced and 
satisfactory meals for the students at McKendree 
dining hall is, of course, to buy as cheaply as 
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possible. I do this by! purchasing staples in as 
large quantities as can be cared for in our store 
room, I recently bought 700 bushels of potatoes 
in one lot. I buy macaroni by the barrel, crack- 
ers by the box and canned goods: by the case, I 
always select what are Known as the ‘medium’ 
or ken aad grades of foods. 

“Althohgh we get $2.25 & week from each 
student who boards at the college dining hall, 
the actual] cost. of the;raw food materials sup- 
plied him is only about $1.50. That explains 
bow we are able to pay running expenses of the 
buildings from the dining hall revenue. 

“Bxcluding all- expenses of preparation and 
serving, as would be possible to the average 
housewife, meals at the dining hall cost only 
from seven to ten certs each.” " 

In order to keep within the necessary finan: 
cial limit, Miss Sprague. arranges the menu so 
that the raw material for each meal costs, on 
an average, $7 per 100 students. This brings

the total cost for raw materials to about $147 a 
week. The total revenue from both dining hall 
and dormitory is something more than $300 a 
week, This, as will. be seen at a glance, leaves & 
nice margin of profit, which goes into one fund 
that covers all expenses. The number fed at 
each meal in the dining hall is about 110 at 
present. It sometimes is necessary to exceed the 
allowance for a given: meal, and at other times 
it is possible to provide the raw materials for 
less than: the usual cost. 

Miss Sprague is a university graduate ‘in do- 
mestic science, including such branches 4s home 
site. selectton, home construction and making 
residences beautiful, comfortable and sanitary- 
Her university work included both physiological
